information, wherein the error correction information of th e access key includes one or more

controlling access to the digital content on the medium based on the mput and the 
uncorrected data, wherein controlling access to the digital content on the medium includes: 

copying the digital content from the fij;st m edium to a second medium; 

applying the error correction information to the uncorrected data to produce a second 
access key that is naodifjed relative to the access key that facilitates access to the digital content 
on the first meditm u wherein the modification of the second access key is due to the application 
of the error correction information to the imcorrected data; aixd 

copying the second access key to the second mediu m, wherein the second access key 
renders the second medium inaccessible. 

Claim 2 (Currently amended): The method of claim I , wherein controlling access to the digital 
content on the firgLmedium further comprises: 

invoking a device driver of a storage device to read the uncorrected data from the first 
medium without modification from application of the error correctioo information; and 

comparing the uncorrected data and the input 
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Claim 3 (Currently amended): The method of claim 1, wherein controlling access to the digital 
content on the fijcslm edium further includes installing a software application &om the first 
medium onto a computing system. 

Claim 4 (Currently amended): The method of claim 1, wherein controlling access to the digital 
content on the first m edium further includes executing a software application from the medium. 

Claim 5 (Canceled). 

Claim 6 (Currently amended): The method of claim I, wherein controlling access to the digital 
content on the first m edium further incJudes producing an audio output based on content stored 
on the first medium. 



Claim 7 (Canceled). 

Claim 8 (Original): The method of claim 1, wherein the error correction inform ation includes 
error correction information selected from an error correction code, a cyclic redundancy code, 
and a Cross Interleaved Reed-Solomon Code. 

Claim 9 (Cuirently amended): The method of claim 1, wherein controlling access to the digital 
content on the first medium further comprises decrypting the digital content contained within the 
first medium based on the uncorrected data and the input. 

Claim 10 (Original): The method of claim 9, wherein the digital con tent comprises at least one 
of a software application^ audio data, or video data* 

Claim 1 1 (Original): The method of claim I, wherein receiving the access key includes 
decrypting the access key. 

Claim 12 (Original): The method of claim 1, further including selecting the access key from a 
plurality of access keys, where each of the access keys includes data and associated error 
correction information having one or more errors. 
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Claim 13 (Cxtrrently amended): The method of claim 12, where selecting the access key 
includes: 

assigning a random number to the firgt m edium^ wherein the random number is uniquely 
associated with the first m edium; 

selecting the access key fronx the plurality of access keys based on the random number; 
generating a hash value from the random number and the selected access key: and 
decrypting content of the first m edium using the hash value* 

Claim 14 (Original): The method of claim 1, wherein the uncorrected data includes accurate 
error correction information for the uncorrected data. 

Claim 15 (Currently amended): A computer-readable medium comprising instructions that 
prevent creation of unauthorized and accessible copies of a first d igital medium^ wherein the 
instructions cause a programmable processor to: 
receive input fiom a user^ 

read an access key firom the first digital medium, wherein the access key facilitates access 
to digital content on the fixst digital medium and incJtides uncorrected data and associated error 
correction information, wherein the error correction information of the access key includes one or 
more errors; and 

control access to the digital content on the first digital medium based on the input and the 
uncorrected data, wherein the instructions control access to the digital content by: 

copying the digital content ftom the first digital m edium to a second digital medium: 

applying the error correction information to the uncorrected data to produce a second 
access key that is modified relative to the access key that facilitates access to the digital content 
on the first m edium , wherein the modification of the second access key is due to the application 
of the error coirection information to the uncorrected data; and 

copying the second access key to the second digital m ediu m, wherein the second access 
key renders the second digital medium, inaccessil?|e . 
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Claim 16 (Cuxrently ameixded): Hie computer-readable medium of claim 15, v^tereia the 
instructions cause the processor to invoke a device driver of a storage device to read the 
uncorrected data from the firsLdigital medium without modification based on the error correction 
information, and to compare the uncorrected data and the input 

Claim 1 7 (Currently amended): The computer-readable medium of claim 1 5, wherein the 
instructions cause the processor to install a software application from the first digital medium 
onto a computing system based on the input and the uncorrected data. 

Claim 18 (Cun^ntly amended): The computer-readable medium of claim 15, wherein the 
instructions cause the processor to execute a software application from the first digital medium 
based on the input and the uncorrected data. 

Claim 19 (Currently am^snded): The computer-readable medium of claim 1 5, wherein the 
instructions cause the processor to produce an audio output from content stored on the fi£§t 
digital medium based on the input and the uncorrected data. 

Claim 20 (Original): The computer-readable medium of claim 15, wherein the error correction 
information includes error correction information selected from an error correction code, a cyclic 
redundartcy code, and a Cross Interleaved Reed-Solomon Code. 

Claim 21 (Currently amended): The computer-readable medium of claim 15, wherein the 
instructions cause the processor to decrypt the digital content from the first digital medium based 
on the imcorrected data. 

Claim 22 (Original): The computer-readable medium of claim 15, wherein the uncorrected data 
includes accurate error correction information for the uncorrected data, and where the processor 
corrects errors in the uncorrected data with the accurate error correction information.
